ork WORLD correspondent, ‘‘is one of the 


bravest acts which has been recorded in 
ears. The Judge treated the case upon its 
bearings, and his findingis to-day ap- 
plauded on two continents. But the recital, 
stripped of legal verbiage and covering points 
which Judge Gresham could not properly take 
cognizance of, is, perhaps, the most interest- 
ing chapter in railroad wreckage which has 


over disgraced this country, Here is a brief 


Syn opsis of it: 
„Along in November, 1879, Gould and his as- 
Bociates obtained possession of what is called 
the main line of the Wabash, extending from 
Toledo, O., to Decatur, Ill. From Decatur 
ey secured au line to St. Louls, and also the 
ine ofthe St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern, 
extending from St. Louis to Kansas Oity—in 
All, with their lateral branches, about 1,500 
miles. Having already acquired certain roads 
fr illinois and Indiana that were bankrupt 
under foreclosure proceedings, they — 
deeded to attach those roads, and all ot 
connected with the Wabash lines where they 
©ould secure a bankrupt road cheap. This 
went on until they had gotten about 8,500 
miles of road, which they called ‘The Wabasb 
Bystem.’ This Wabash system was aptiy de- 
acribed as bearing the appearance of a cobweb 
wrecked by a gale of wind, with one end fas- 
tened at Toledo and the fragments scattered 
over four or five States, and at the first glance 
at it all idea of a system vanishes. It was an 
— 1 — of predestined. bankruptcy. In 

e testimony taken in the matter. before 
Judge Gresham, Solon Humpbreys, one 
of the directors of the abash, and 

ne of the gentiemen whom 
Judge Gresham removed as receiver, testi- 

es that seventeen of these railroads thus ac- 
guired had never earned the operating ex- 
penses, ‘stilllessthe interest on the cost of 
construction.’ Asan excuse for voting to ac- 
guire these seventeen roads, he says he was 

mistaken’ in his judgment, although every 
one of them had been constructed for a period 
of years before their acquisition ,and their his- 
tory was well known to the railroad world as 
bankrupt lines. Why, these roads were sad- 
died with — — mortgages, subject to 
which they were acquired. They were all put 
‘into ‘the Wabash system’ by way of long 
leases or consolidation. 

THE NEXT STAGE. 

Then the financial scheme, to which all 
this was a preparation, was put in operation. 
Having acquired this system of railroads, sub- 
oe to prior mortgages for more than their 

alue, the Wabash Railroad Company, in 
1880, executed a general mortgage on all its 

roperty to secure an issue of bonds amount- 
ng to $50,000,000, Ot this $17,000,000 were 
issued and outstanding at the time af the ap- 

lication for the receivers, $12,000,000 bein 

eld in England. The character of the lien o 
this mortgage is well described in the London 
Financial News, date of July 17, 1886. 

In one sense the general mortgage was no 
mortgage at all. It was a simple security upon 
@ metaphysical reversion supposed to be 
owned by the Wabash Uompany ina network 
of lines, every mile of which had already been 
bonded up to the eyes. r 

They then proceeded to issue, on a mileage 
basis, at so many thousand dollars per mile, 
preferred and common stock. It will be re- 
membered that in the year 1580-8] there was a 

reat boom in railroad securities and generally 

nthe financial and business world, and this 
continued up to about the time ofthe assasina- 
tion of President Garfield, July 2, 1881. By 
that time they had got out onto the publie 
through the stock exchanges of New York and 
Europe substantially all of the $17,000,000 of 
the general mortgage bonds out of $56, 000 ,000— 
$23,000,000 of preferred stock and $27,000,000 of 
common stock. 

How was thisdone? By means of the ex- 
cellent showing’ made by the Wabash Com- 
pany for the years 1870-80, as such ‘excellent 
showing’ appeared by the report of the Wa- 
bash officers. At the end of 1880, the officers 
announced that the road had earned, over and 
above all its operating expenses and fixed 
charges. about $860,000. In February, 1881, 
the Board of Directors authorized the pay- 
mont ofa dividend on the preferred capital 
Stock of the Wabash Road of 7 per cent, which 
took from the Wabash treasur 
$1,829,000. Note the result. At th

reason of the payment of this dividend and 
other causes, there was a deficit in the Wa- 
Dash treasury of $1,900,000; at the end of 1882 
the deficit was $2,500,000; at the end of 1883 the 
Geficit was $4,900,000. Since the administra- 
tion of the receivers in May, 1884, this deficit 
has been piled up so that at the end of 1885 it 
it was $10,558,000. No part of these deficits, 
however, was allowed to get to the knowledge 
of the public until after the assassination of 
Garfield and the inability of the railroad 
wreckers manipulating these stocks and bonds 
to sell any more, 
THE LEASE TO THE IRON MOUNTAIN ROAD.

thought of the possibility of his becom- 
ing President, he. was making Overtures for 
alliances to or Grace and other prominent 
Democrats in the country. Some of his more 
confidential friends began to tell how Demo- 
crats from the West and South had been in 
Albany locking Davy ever, as a possible 
rival to Mr. Cleveland. While en in this 
pleasant duty the Governor was playing ali 
sorts of games. Hepesed as the one sincere 
friend in the State of the President. Secre- 
taty Whitney was declared to be an ambitious 
man who was using the President for his own 
purposes, and Mr. Cleveland would find that 
out soon. When he did discover the fact, he 
would fi into the arms of Hill and 
implore t self-sacrificing n to renom- 
inate him and re-elect him. The afore- 
mentioned Hill would lously consent to 
do this, andthe bad Mr. Whitney would be 
banished so that he never more could inter- 
fere with the confiding Mr. Cleveland and the 

uileless Governor. he President did not 
become jealous ef Mr. Whitney, for the gooa 
and sufficieat reason that he no cause to, 
and as a consequence he has not yet sought 
the shelteri arms of the Governor. The 
stories that Hill's friends were circulating

With all the enemies Gov. Hill has made in 
asingie year, and with the fact that nearly

The wigwam has to let itself down 

Mr. Cleveland, underthe compact, is 

not to be venomously opposed. Tammany is 
to send delegates to the State and National 
Conventions, on an understanding that it will 
be bound by the unit rule. Its orators are to 
bow in submission and work zealously for 
the ticket when it is placed in nomina- 
tion. There will be no bolting, trading or un- 
derhand work of any kind, and altogether, 
everything will be lovely. In short it is well 
settled that Mr. Cleveland is to receive the full 
support of the city and State of New York in 
the next Democratic Convention in 80 as 
Tammany and the wr Democracy can 
have influence to that end. Whether Tam- 
many is to get anything for quietly submitting 
to the inevitable does not appear. When, 
where and how the bargain is to be bound, has 
not been made known. Under the plan of 
peace and harmony the County Democracy 
will, until after the next Presidential election 
at least, refrain from saying unkind things of 
Tammany, while the wigwam will keep quiet 
regarding the Administration at Washington.

Even the Republican 
party hushed its shriek for protection and its 
bogie scare of free trade long enough to 
pledge itself in its national platform of 1884, 
‘to gorrect the inequalities of the tariff 
and to reduce the surplus.’ This is a practical 
question. Platitudes accomplish nothing. Per- 
formance is what isneeded. Every revenue re- 
form theory maintains that special interests 
must consent to yield some little of selfish 
consideration for the general good. Opinions 
as to the particular shape revenue reform 
ought to takeare as numerousand diversified 
as the interests affected by tariff duties. Itis 
clear that these conflicting opinions must be 
modified and compromised before any result 
in the direction of revenue reform can be 
reached. The Democratic party is in posses- 


sion of the Administration and the House of 

Representatives. It is clearly responsible for 

the initiation of a proper measure of revenue 

reform to reduce war taxation, lessen the 

public burdensand prevent afurther accu- 

mulation of an idle and mischievous surplus.’’

THE SHAPLEIGH-CANTWELL FIRE. 


Workmen Digging in the Ruins—No Bodies 
Recovered To-Day. 


Before the|\Post-DIsPpaTCH of Saturday, con- 
taining afulhaceount of the Shapleigh-Cant- 
well fire, had been on the street half an hour 
the flames had been subdued, though the 
smoke and steam from the heated bricks and 
smouldering debris rolled up in great clouds 


toward the sky. It was one of the 
quickest fires on record for the 
damage done. Scarcely two hours 


in progress it made a record of two lives and 
$500,000 of property lost. As soon as the em- 
ployes of the company saw the Post-Dis- 
PATCH they hastened to report to the office of 
the St. Louis Hardware Company, and by 
nightfall it was believed that all but two had 
been aceounted for. H. E. Wilmot, who was 
thought to be missing, reported that he had 
crawled from the building on his hands and 
knees and hurried home to get some clothing. 


All the other employes were reported as safe 
with the exception of Arthur Paimer, a sfock 
clerk, and John Mahan, a packer. 

THE MISSING. 

These two were in the shipping-roomin the 
front part of the building No. 420, and they 
were believed to have been carried down with 
the wreck of the building and buried under the 
ruins. Palmer was an Englishman with no 
relatives in this 2 He had been in the 
employ of the Shapleigh-Cantwell Company 
lor a long time. Asborttime ago he went to 
Denver, but returned to take his ola pe- 
sition. Maban, who resided at 2630 Stoddard 
street, was also an old employe.

Last night the Fire 
Department kept four streams playing upon 
the ruins, and this morning at 8 o’clock a 
force of twenty-seven men with hoes and

THE PERILS AND SUFFERINGS OF OYSTER- 
MEN ALONG LONG ISLAND SHORE. 


Moderation of the Weather Prevents an Ap- 
palling Loss of Life and Property—A Very 
Arduous Business—Dozens of Oyster Boats 
Ice-Bound—Adventure of Mrs, L’Homme- 
dieu on Hor Husband's Yacht, 


ry Telegraph to the Post-Disraton. 

New YORK, December 13.—The oyster men 
long the south shore of Long Island are en- 
during perils and sufferings that may be com- 
pared to some of the trials of Arctic explorers. 
Very severe weather and a violent storm 
caught them unawares and upwards of forty 
pouts with crews aboard were swept out and 
frozen into tee miles from shore, If the 
weather bad not moderated as suddenly as it 
chilled there would have been appalling loss 
of ita and property. As it is there are a 
dozen boats yet fast in the ice waiting for as- 
sistance. Many are from Sayville, a fishing 
village about Ofty miles from this city. A 
pecullar feature of the south shore of Long 
Island is the great sandbar that extends 
parallel with the coast and several miles from 
it tor a distance of many miles. It is a natural 
preakwater and the water between it and the 
mainland is called Great South Bay. There is 
the home of the oyster and clam. The shore 
of the bay is dotted with villages whose sole 
industry is dredging for clams and oysters. 
Qne-third of thé men are captains by virtue 
of owning au oyster boat, another third are 
captains by reason of their wealth and conse- 
quence as keepers of stores and owners of 
pall farms, and the other third, the members 
of the oyster boat orews, are captains from 
courtesy. The business of these captains 
would be considered by all but oyster men as 
a very arduous one. Ice and snow do not 
necessarily stop the work of gathering the bi- 
valve from the bay bottom. 

THE GREAT STORM. 

Capt. Edward Ketchams spoke thus of his 
calling and the great storm: This has been 
the very worst weather and hardest experi- 
ence in my memory, but in the events of an 
ordinary winter, we think little of it. We 
work as long as the bay is free from ice, and 
once, seven years ago the bay was open all 
winterlong. Wekeptatitall winter. It was 
often so cold that ice would form on the 
dredre handles during the time they are 
out of water, but we don't mind that. This 
week, as usual, we were out in the bay taking 
all (be advantages we could of the fair weather. 
It began to grow cold very rapidly and 
the wind rose quickly. It seemed 
necessary to get home quickly. Every boat 
in the feet put for shore, but 


by the time we came near shore 
the temperature had fallen so rapidly that 
there was thick ice some distance into the 
buy. We ecould not break through 80 as to 
yetto our usual landings, and sothe boats were 
beached as near the shore as they could be 
got, while the others were anchored further 
out. Noone, I think, considered this alarm 
ing: it happens now and then. But the wind 
took a fresh turn and blew a hurricane. The 
waves rolled up bigger than I ever saw them 
in the bay before. The first we know the ice 
was broken up and the boats torn from their 
fastenings. It was impossible to get nearer 
the shore for the wind came from that 
direction and biew us off. The 
fleet wis swept out into the 

The boats Were scattered in every di- 
rection. Foratime we drifted about nelp- 
leasliy, andthen the wind moderated some- 
whatand yave the water a chance to freeze. 
This setticd it. We were helpless in the wind 
und helpless withont it. It was frightfully 
cold and notevery boat had a full soupy of 
provisions. There was nothing to do but 
tand it as best we could, and then it was 
passed with crouching about the fire and flog- 
ging ourselves withour ums to keep warm. 
Jn the morning we found that the ice was not 
Bo thick as to be absolutely unbreakabie, but 
a enough to prevent us from sailing. 

; we could not get anywhere. People 
on shore gave up all work and came down to 
the beach to do what they could to rescue us. 
They took row-boats and by breaking the ice 
ahead of them managed to get out to the 
nearest boats. Then they towed the smaller 
boats to the beach. Luckily the weather mod- 
erated 60 that the ice did not grow any thicker, 
ond it was soft and easy to break. It was 
ow work, and,as you see, there are more 
boats yetto be gotin. But there is no longer 

eny special anxiety about those that are out 

inthe bay, for the ice is likely to meit in a day 
or two, and meanwhile those on board are 
supplied with provisions. 

THE SEASON OVER. 

At different points along the beach gangs of 
captains were at work drawing the boats upon 
the beach out of the way of the ice that is lia- 
bie to form any night. The severe experience 
lias convinced the —— men that the season 
for dredging is really over, and they will not 
venture out again unless a long spell of mod- 
crate weather setsin. When the winters are 
very cold the ice forms in the bay and is cast 
upon the beach by huge waves and tides. The 
captains vie with each otherin telling how 
high the piles were last winter, which was an 
unnueually severe season. None of them 
puts the height of the ioe pile at less 
than twenty feet, and the estimates run 
from that up to forty. They showed a build- 
ing two roa from high water mark, whose 
root was caved in by the ice which bad been 
ed up. The building is about fifteen feet 
igh. Every available man in Sayville turned 
vut after the storm to help to rescue the boats 
and crews. The Buhlah Potter, owned by 
Daniel Gillet of Bayport, will bea total loss. 
It was driyen ashore in a mass of ice aad 
keeled over. Capt. Charles L’ Hommedieu ef 
Sayville was at work on a marsh several miles 
from Sayville, packing = 4 He was taking 
the hay and packing it in bales to be 
thipped to this city where it 
is used for packing for export. 
Mis boat, which is named the Todd,“ served 
him tor a lodging. Ile sailed about from stack 
to stack, when the tide was high. A few days 
“go his wife went down to the marsh and 
where the captain was at work, intending to 
remain a week with him.

Ne idea of the danger from cruis- 
ne around a salt marsh even in winter oo- 
curred to anybody. Just before the storm 
came up the captain made his way in a small 
boat to the shore to gs 8 fresh supply of pro- 
Visions.

Mrs. L’'Hommedieu felt no uneasiness, 
however, until she observed the 
tide was rising unusually bigh. Still she 
thought they were housed firmly. But the 
wind {nereased and the yacht was roughly 
swayed by the waves. She went on deck to see 
ifher husband might bein sight. What was 
her terror to discover that the yacht bad slip- 
ped her moorings and was floating out into the 
vay. The boat was yet on the marsh, but was 
rapidly * away from it. It was bitter 
cold, and as they got out into the bay the 
waves broke over it. At a distance she could 
discover the fleet of oyster boats, but she could 
not tell that they were being driven out into 
the bay. To her own distress was added that of 
the little one.
